It Is the desire of every 
to keep bis bees from swarming, since 
it is the strong colony that is the ¡ 
profitable honey gatherer. 
No « flian j 
lias ever been 
devised 
to prevent 
swarm'ing altogether, but artificial di- 1 
vision of the colony will check the ini- j 
pulse until after the heavy flow of í 
nectar. 
What is known as “shock” 
swarming is possibly the best method j 
yet devised for keeping the bees to­ 
gether in one strong colony for gath- j 
ering surplus honey. 
Change Quarters. 
At the first indication of swarming, 
which may he known by their lying 
out in front of the hive and general 
restlessness, as well as by the pres­ 
ence of scaled q ueen cells, prepara­ 
tions should he made for changing 
their q uarters, writes II. F. Grindstead 
In the Farm and Ranch. Fill an empty 
hive with frames of eomh foundation, 
remove the hive containing the bees 
from its stand and put tlie empty hive 
in its place. 
Now take out the frames 
of l ees one by one. and brush the bees 
olT on a I oar I at the entrance to the 
empty 
hive. 
The, bees 
with 
their 
q ueen will enter the new hive with the 
comb foundation and immediately set 
to work just as a new swarm would 
Ido, except that you have all the bees 
I instead Of having them divided into 
two colonies. They will have 
lost all 
desire for swarming, and will 
devote 
their energies toward storing surplus 
honey at a time when it is most abun­ 
dant. The bees that are out in the 
field will likewise return to their old 
stand and enter the new hive along 
with the others. There will be young 
bees in the comb, arid also some honey. 
It will be worth while to save tne 
young bees, which can he done by set­ 
ting aside tlie hive until they hatch, 
then emptying them also in front of 
the colony. All of them will hatch in 
less than 21 days. 
The honey can 
be saved later or a part of it can h>* 
cut out at the time. Also a few of 
the better combs, the ones that do not 
contain q ueen colls, may lie trans­ 
ferred to the new hive along with tlie 
bees. 
No Inclination 
to Swarm. 
Bees handled in this way will have 
little inclination to swarm if room is 
given them by adding a super 
as soon 
as they need it. Of course, if 
the 
de­ 
sire is to increase the numbes of 
colo­ 
nies, a part of the 
bees 
would ho loft 
on the combs.. In either instance, the 
beekeeper eliminates the uncertain­ 
ty of losing a swarm.
